Gothenburg, Jan. 5.—One hundred 
and eighty five Swedish coal miners 
are now cut off from the world dig­ 
ging coal in a mine seven hundred 
miles north ;f the Arctic Circle. They 
are on the island of Spitzbergen, north 
of Sweden in the Sea of Greenland, 
and the sun will not again appear 
abpve their horizon until next April. 
They have plenty of supplies and 
plenty of fuel, and their camps and 
mines will be lighted by electricity 
through the long Arctic night. One of 
their principal diversions is the phon­ 
ograph, and when they get tired of 
reading last year’s newspapers, they 
can receive the condensed news of the 
world through their own radio sta­ 
tion. 
The Swedish company for which 
these men work shipped 72,000 tons 
of coal into Sweden from Spitzbergen 
during last summer. But now nothing 
can be moved until navigation opens 
again in the spring. 
Sweden’s coal supply is limited, but 
to offset this deficiency she has her 
“white coal,” the countless number 
of waterfalls and rapids which are 
harnessed to produce electric power. 
And, in fact, upward of half of the 
area of the kingdom is now electrified, 
the power being applied to a variety of 
purposes, all the way from the build­ 
ing of ships to the milking of cows. 
The fuels in common use are wood, 
charcoal and peat. 
But King Coal still commands a 
corner of the fuel market, and it is 
a unique tribute to him that the 185 
miners are toiling in their ice-bound 
out-post through the Arctic night. 


JAPANESE WEDDINGS 


Are Costly Items in a Family of Girls. 


Osaka, Jan. 5.—Even in the poorest 
families in Japan weddings arc a 
heavy item, as the bride, besides her 
own trousseau, is expected to supply 
certain household utilities, such as 
laundry and medical apparatus. 
The League of Women’s Societies 
says that 400 yen will cover the mar- 
miage costs and suggests that par­ 
ents put aside one yen monthly from 
the birth of a girl baby, which by the 
time she reaches 20, the marriageable 
age, would, with interest, amount to 
441 yen. 
The league estimates her trousseau, 
including 15 wedding kimonos and 
obis 
(or 
girdles), 
house-keeper’s 
books, laumfry apparatus, and medi­ 
cal apparatus, at 370 yen. 
With 30 
yen, pJus an equal amount from her 
fiance, the wedding ceremony may be 
held.
